Cooperative begins 32nd harvest season 


The Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida rolled 
out its fleet of equipment Mon- 
day as operations cranked up 
for the 32nd harvest season. In 
preparation for its second year 
of harvesting 10096.of its cane 
mechanically, the Cooperative 
mobilized 36 mechanical har- 
vesters, 75 tractors, 24 transfer 
stations, 306 cane wagons, 136 
semi-trucks, and 470 cane trail- 
ers into the cane fields. 

"In light of last year's excel- 
lent mechanical harvesting 
results and adequate weather, 
we are anticipating a good sea- 
son," said Cooperative Presi- 
dent George E. Wedgworth. 
"Rainfall patterns have been 
unpredictable and growers 
have been somewhat limited. in 
their ability to pump surface 
water under the new Best Man- 
agement program eading to 
slower growth.early in the 
growing séason. However, the 
cane has begun to mature nice- 
ly in the last 30-45 days." 


During the expected 135 day 
harvest season, the Cooperative 
plans to harvest 2,562,790 tons 
of sugarcane grown on 70,093 
acres of its 35 members' lands. 
This is expected to yield 
276,557 short tons of raw sugar 
and 17 million gallons of black- 
stráp molasses. 

This compares to last year's 
production of 282-393 short 
tons of raw sugar from 
2,604,000 tons of sugarcane. 

The Cooperative will use both 
the Toft and Cooperative 
mechanical harvesting 
machines to cut this year's 
crop. "By utilizing two systems 
we can take advantage of the 


strengths of each machine as 


they relate to specific field con- 
ditions," said Bill Kramer, vice 
president and general manager. 
"The Cooperative machines 
have a history of being particu- 
larly good in harvesting recum- 
bent. cane grown in the: softer 
muck soils while the Toft sys- 
tem works well with up-right 


cane." 

Some have charged that the 
machines tear up the root sys- 
tem of the cane, leading to an 
increase in the need to replant. 
However, the Cooperative's 
records show stability in the 
number f acres of plant cane 
indieating good regrowth after 
machine harvest takes place. 

In order to increase yields of 
mechanically harvested sugar- 
cane, several innovative 
changes have been made in the 


processing plant. This year, the . 


first phase of installing new 
energy-efficient clarifiers was 
completed. 

Last year, the crystallizers 
were expanded to increase 
extraction of sugar -from 
molasses while the fourth mill 
rolls have beeri added to each 
mill-in the milling tandem to 
increase juice. extraction from 
the cane stalk. 

The Cooperative employs 910 
peoplé*and has an annual pay- 
roll in excess of $27 million.

Three of the top managers in 
city government in Belle Glade 
are leaving by the end of the 
year. 

City Clerk June Boglioli, 44, 
will retire the last of December. 
Finance Director Bill Under- 
wood, 42, leaves the last of this 
month and Public Works Direc- 
tor Frank Green. 72, turned in 
his key last Friday. 

All have taken advantage of 
an early retirement program 
passed by the commission this 
summer that is good only 
through December of this year. 

Mayor Steve Weeks said he 
voted against the early retire- 
ment package for just this rea- 
son. 

"The city is going to sorely 
miss them and that's one of the 
reason I was against the pro- 
posal,” he said. 

No one has been hired yet to 
learn Mrs. Boglioli's job. Teresa 
Guzman will be acting finance 
direct and Micky McGahee has 
taken the job as acting public 
works director. 

All three retiring employees 
gain five years' retirement ben- 
efits by leaving early. City 
Manager Lomax Harrelle has 
said the early retirement is a 
way for the city to save money. 

Mrs. Boglioli, who has been 
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Belle Glade 


with the city for 23 years, said 
she has no immediate plans. 

"I don't know. I'm looking at 
my options and taking my 
time. I plan to just relax for a 
while," she said. "I'll be part of 
the community." 

Mrs. Boglioli came to the city 
in 1971 and. served as deputy 
city clerk for a couple of years 
before taking the position of 
city clerk. 

She said one of her fondest 
memories is working with City 
Manager Bill Mallery. 

"He taught me so much. T 
guess that's why I remember 
him more than others," she 
said. 

For a small town city clerk, 
Mrs. Boglioli said she has seen 
it all, from tie votes to recounts 
to voter fraud. 

"Belle Glade is a place where 
you can gather experience 
beyond your imagination," she 
said. "I guess the only thing we 
haven't' seen here isa recall," 
she said. 

Mrs. Boglioli and her hus- 
band Louis, have lived in Belle 
Glade since 1967. They have 
two sons, Joly and Clay. 

Mr. Underwood has taken a 
job as director of administra- 
tive services and finances for 
the City of Stuart.

South Bay Commissioners 
interested in upkeep of city

The South Bay City Commis- 
Sion met Tuesdáy night in hopes of 
approving all five resolutions on 
the agenda. Out of the five, four of 
the resolutions were approved and 
one was deferred. The city of South 
Bay is looking into the best inter- 


est of the city and its upkeep. Com- 


missioners are proving that they 
will apply for any grants to accom- 
plish that task. $ 

Under the leadership of Mayor 
Clarence Anthony, the commission 
voted to authorize a contract. for 
recycling collectiori services. A 
$1.45 residential rate will be 
imposed. The commercial rate will 
be $1.11 per cubic yard. The con- 
tract will be awarded to South 

Commissioners also approved 
an agreement with Palm Beach 
County for Infill Housing Funds. 
The city received $89,000 and will 
continue to purchase more lots 
with the monies. The program 
will assist citizens in their pur- 


chases of homes. 

Lester Baird, city manager, 
reported to the commission that 
the amourit per lot varies and thus 
far the city has purchased six prop- 
erties and built 10 residential 
houses. 

Mayor Anthony commented, 
"This program is more effective in 
South Bay than any other city in 
the county.” 

Members of the commission 
also authorized the city manager 
to apply for a grant application to 
Palm Beach County Affordable 
Housing Trust. The city of South 
Bay would be applying for approxi- 
mately $200,000. They also gave 
Mr. Baird the authority to apply 
for a grant to a Home Investment, 
Partnership Program. 

Commissioners chose to defer a 
resolutions that would approve 
interlocal agreement for NPDES 
Monitoring, They advised the city 
manager to research the agree- 
ment and report back to the com- 
mission at the Nov. 16 commission 


meeting. 


Safe drivers at Sugar 
Cane Growers honored 


Ninety-four percent of the 
Cooperative's full season over- 
the-road vehicle operators 
received safe driver awards 
from the Sugar Cane Growers 
Cooperative of Florida at its 
27th annual safety seminar 
held Oct. 29 at Belle Glade 
Civic Center. 

Recognized for completing 
the 1992-93 season without a 
chargéable or avoidable acci- 
dent were 324 drivers. 

This year's program featured 
a four-hour safety program 
entitled "Decision Driving" 
which concentrated on accident 
avoidance. According to Safety 
manager Elaine York, the 


group also was presented with | 


the Cooperative's new safety 
fleet policy which adds a pre- 
ventability assessment for each 
incident. "This will allow us to 
to follow up with additional 
training for those who need it," 


York said. 

"Since the Cooperative has 
such a high percentage of 
drivers: returning each season, 
safety training is an invest- 
ment in our future," said Bill 
Kramer, Vice President/Gener- 
al Manager. "Our operators are 
to be commended for having 
such a good safety record since 
they log more than a million 
miles each season.” 

York attributes the Coopera- 
tive's past-success to the 
drivers level of experience and 
training. This year, the Cooper- 
ative will have a 98% return 
rate and York is looking for- 
ward to another safe harvest 
season. 

This year 10 drivers earned 
awards for having 20 or more 
years of safe driving records 
and another 38 drivers were 
recognized for 15 or more safe

Florida if NAFTA is passed

In the debate over NAFTA, the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement, the word "Free" is 
often confused with the word "Fair.” 

Because when we talk about NAFTA, "Free" is 
not "Fair" trade. As written, NAFTA is not fair. 
It's not fair to American farmers. It's not fair to 
American consumers. And it's not fair to Ameri- 
can farm workers. 

Sure NAFTA may benefit-a few glamourous 
and politically powerful industries, such as ener- 
- gy, aviation, telecommunications, and electron- 
ics. But to do it, the American negotiators sacri- 
ficed agriculture. In the process, a way of life 
will be lost, our nation's food self-sufficiency will 
be lost, and most distressing, thousands of agri- 
cultural jobs will be lost. 

NAFTA will be costly to America. But Floridi- 
ans will be paying much of the bill because Mex- 
ico is Florida"agriculture's largest competitor. 
.Already mexico grows 60 percent of the cucum- 
Ibers, a third of the tomatoes, a third of the pep- 
:pers and half the squash sold in the U.S. during 
‘the winter. As a result the U.S. is Mexico's 
lbiggest agricultural customer. 

Even so, Florida has been able to compete. But 
NAFTA will change that. Because NAFTA will 
igive Mexico competitive advantages that Ameri: 
can farmers don't have. Mexican growers, for 
instance, use land that is subsidized by their 
government. American farmers, on the other 
hand, paid for their land, and are paying taxes 
on their land to support schools and other com- 
munity programs. 

Mexican farmers do not have to comply with 
the same environmental, health and safety, and 
labor regulations that American farmers must. 
All this lowers their costs, And Mexican farmers 
are free to use cheap and dangerous pesticides 
that are banned in the United States. This poses 
a serious health hazard to American consumers. 

Such things as minimum standards for pay, 


and workers’ safety and health, which are all 
costs to American farmers, are not considera- 
tions for Mexican farmers who use child labor 
and don't pay workers’ compensation or health, 
benefits. With these and other competitiv. 
advantages, lower priced Mexican imports to the 
United States will drive farming out of Florida. 
The jobs that will be lost to this unfair tompeti- 
tion are good jobs. They are jobs that assure 
Florida's agricultural workers fair compensation, 
health benefits, and safe working conditions, 

If NAFTA is passed. it will mean that in the 
name of "free" trade: 

* At least 50,000 agricultural jobs in Florida 
alone will be lost even while our government i@ 
struggling to create jobs for millions of frustrat- 
ed citizens who are already unemployed.\ 

* The hard fought battles for worker dignity 
and living wages, will be forgotten as our good 
farm jobs are sent across the bordet^to Mexican 
workers who may earn $2 per day and barely 
have any rights or benefits. 

* An important Florida industry that con- 
tributes $48 billion annually to the state's econo- 
my, and provides employment for nearly a half 
million people will be lost. 

* We'll allow ourselves to become dependent 
on another nation for our food, even after we've 
had to go to war because we've become depen- 
dent on other nations for our basic fuel oil. 

* Our citizens will be exposed to food that may 
be contaminated. with filth and poison even 
though we've spent millions to ensure that our 
own water and domestic food supply is clean and 
healthful. eo 

NAFTA may be a good deal for Mexico. But iv 
certainly is not one for America, unless we're 
willing to forget our tradition of respect for 
workers rights; disregard our standards for envi- 
ronmental quality and food safety, give up our 
agricultural self-sufficiency, and dash the hopes 
of our citizens for a better life for themselves 
and their children. 


Jobs would be created by NAFTA, 
says American Gas Association

At least 200,000 American jobs could be created 
by the North American Free. Trade Agreement, 
NAFTAN but only if Congress passes it into 
law.

These opportunities are just a few of the reasons 
why Congress should pass the agreement this 
fall. With NAFTA on the books, the three nations 
of North America could enjoy the largest free- 
trade zone in the world - a market of more than 
350, million people. U.S; business could be 
empowered $ build and sell products made from 
the best good and services America and its 
neighbors have tw offer - but only if Congress 
passes the agreement. 
NAFTA is designed to raise environmental stan- 
dards‘at the same time it creates business oppor- 
tunities. The treaty calls for the "upward harmo- 
nization" of environmental standards between 
the nations. The side-agreements to the treaty 
call for improved enforcement of national envi- 
ronmental laws and the strengthening of inter- 
national cooperation on environmental issues. 


Ask 


If enacted, the treaty could create opportunities 
in a long list of industries, 

* NAFTA helps open portions of Mexico's. state- 
controlled energy sector to-competitive business 
practices and. American energy service and sup- 
ply companies. Natural gas exports to Mexico 
could quadruple by 1995. a 
* NAFTA requires Mexico and Canada to 
increase access to professional services. Last 
year, American firms exported $8.9 billion of 
financial and other technology and professional 
services to Mexico. 

* American semi-conductor, computer and 
aerospace technologies will be eligible for tariff- 
free entry into Mexico under NAFTA. 

These sectors and many others would gain much 
under NAFTA, in part because Mexico's tariffs 


on imports from the United States average 10 
percent, while U.S. tariffs on Mexican goods 


average just 4 percent. American businesses 
receiye a greater benefit when these tariffs are 
reduced and eliminated. 

Free trade represents the economic future not 
only of our continent, but also of our world. Bar- 
riers to trade are falling in every corner of the 
globe as nations realize the mütual benefits of 
open commerce. 

NAFTA -negotiated by the administrators of @ 
both Presidents Bush and Clinton - will benefits 
Americans from all walks-of life and in all areas 
of the country. On behalf of everyone who would 
like to fill the 200,000 new jobs the treaty stands 
to create in the American economy, Congress 
should pass NAFTA this fall.
